Ist ^lub had been public! ted. Furtbermore, ISUJI appears to have 
desoribed to tbeøe nevsoentbe oloee relationship betveen HATTCRI 
Takushiro axxl General Willoughby. As a reenlt, it became oonaon 
kno^Ledge aaong American nev« peper correspandenta tbat HATTCRI had 
beeri cozmected vith Major General Willoughby . ^ewpaper correspon- 
dents rushed to Major General Willoaghby upon the latter 1 s return to 
America and among other queotions aakedhim, "Do you know Colonal 
HATTCRI t" In hisreply, Willoughby said emphatically, "No I do NOT 0 , 
aocorddng to the letter reoeived. ^ 

HATTCRI gave no explanation &s to bov he had interpreted Willoughby* s 
ansver, but be appeared to be quite eatisfled vith it and réapeoted 
the aotives behind it. And he vaj unders tandably exesperated over 
TSUJI’s lack of soourity, but ri e ved it philoaophioally øince aimilar 
incident« have ocourred' beforeV 
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
